This lovely song, admired the world 
ovgr for the beaatiful simplicity of its words, 
its easy, flowing, and expressive melody, has 
lately received an additional impetus to its 
popularity by the following incident said to 
have occurred in Maryland : 

A small select company had assembled it) 
a pleasant parlor, and were gaily chaltiug 
and laughing, when a tall young man enter- 
ed, whose peculiar face and air instantly ar- 
rested a tention He was very pale, with 
that cletr, vivid complexion which dark- 
hair.ed consumptives so often have. His 
locks were as black as jet, an'd hung pro- 
fusely upou a square white collar. His 
eyes were large and spiritual, and his brow 
such a one aa a poet should have. But for 
a certain wandering look, a casual observer 
would have pronounced him a man of un- 
common intellectual powers The words 
“poor fellow," and how “sad he looks," 
went the rounds as he jame forward, bowed 
to the company, and took his seat.

Even when, in the character of a silly 
husband, he bad to suffer himself to be 
kicked about ihe stage by a young rake of 
the comedy, and afterward to behold that 
Otrelese individual making love to his wife 
and eating his supper, while he was shut up 
in a closet from whence he could not emerge, 
his contortions of ludicrous wrath, which 
had never before failed to call down plenty 
of applause, were now such dismal attempts 
to portray the passions, that hisses were au- 
dibls in various parts of the theatre. The 
audience were fairly out ol temper and sev- 
eral inquisitive individuals were particular 
in their inquiries as to the extent of the po- 
tations he bad that day indulged in. A storm 
of sibilation and abuse now (ell around the 
ears of tbe devoted actor, and, not content

with verbal insult, orange peel and apples 
flew upon the stage. 

He stopped and turned to the shouting 
crowd. I never saw suchr misery in a hu- 
man countenance. His face was-Nvqrn and 
hagged, and tears rolled down his painted 
cheeks. I saw his lips quiver with mental 
agony, I saw his bosom heave with convul- 
sions of suppressed emotion, and his whole 
mien betokened such depth of anguish aod 
distress that the most relentless heart must 
have throbbed with pity. 

Theaudienoe was moved, and, by degrees, 
the clamor of invective subsided into a sol- 
emn stillness while he stood near the foot- 
lights, a picture of dejection. When all was 
calm he spoke, and, in a voice broken with 
sobs, which seemed to rend his heart, he of- 
fered his explanation : 

“Ladies and gentlemeD," said he, “though 
in my acting to night I ann confident of mer- 
iting your displeasure, in one thing you do me 
wrong. I am not intoxicated. Emotion 
alone, and that of the most painful kind 
has caused me to fill my allotted part so 
badly; my wife died but a few shprt hours 
ago, and I left her side to fulfil my unavoid- 
able engagement here.

He placed his hand upon his heart, and a 
burst of tears relieved his momentary par- 
oxysm of grief. 

The audience were thoroughly affected , 
and au honest burst of sympathy made the 
wall tremble. Womrn weyt loudly, and 
[trodg men silently, and, during the remain 
der of the evening, h is perlormance was 
scarcely audible through the storm of ap- 
plause by which the crowd sought to sootiie 
tbe poor man’s wounded feelings. 

There was something very melancholy to 
the thought of that wretched man’s coming 
from the bed of death to don the gay attire 
and utter studied witticisms for the amuse- 
ment of a crowd, not fins of whom dreamed 
of the anguish ‘ that festered under his 
painted cheek and stage smile. And, in the 
great theatre of life, how many are there 
around us, like that poor actor, smiling 
gayly at the multitude, while at home lies 
sorrow, whose shadow is ever present with 
_hern in busy places. 



The Legeud of Santa Claus. 

This popular name of the Saint who pre- 
sides over Christmas and ihe tov gilts of that 
welcome season, is derived from Saint Nich- 
olas. The legend of his first appearance is 
an Italian one. According to this, a shoe 
maker named Giraldi, who lived in Ferrari, 
was so miserably poor, that his labor from day 
today barely kept his family from starvation, 
and he was unable to give even a small dow- 
ry to his pretty daughters. It was not thought 
proper to marry without a dowry ; and thus 
tha young girls, though each had art admir 
er, were compelled to remain single. Their 
father, however, went every morning to the 
shrine to pray to his patron saint, St. Nicholas, 
that he would work a miracle to relieve him 
from bis distress. 

One of his nearest neighbors, a rich mer- 
chant, who chanced one day to hear his sim- 
ple petition, ridiculed the idea of his expect- 
ing tbe saint to take care of his daughters, 
and recommended him to choose a patron 
saint who would be able to dosomething for 
him. “Mine," he said, “is the Jew Buona- 
juto; he lends money at two per cent a 
month; and if you know how to manage, you 
may make four with it. Ho ia not so deaf 
as St. Nicholas." 

The poor man was shocked at this impious 
speech, and assured the merchant that his 
religious faith could never be shaken He 
went every day to church, notwithstanding 
the other’s mockery 

It was now Christmas Day, when the hier-, 
chant and the Jew settled up their yearly 
accounts; Buonajuto found lieowed bis friend 
three hundred ducats, and wishing to give him 
an agreeable surprise, he ordered one of the 
ducks lie had carefully fattened, to be killed 
and roasted, and then with his own hands 
introduced the three hundred gold pieces into 
the inside, and sewed them up. He then sent 
the duck to the merchant as 4. Christmas 
present. , 

The merchant's wife, who shared the com- 
mon prejudices against the Jews, declared 
she would not touch the duck, and the rich 
man resolved to sell it. When Giraldi pass- 
ed on his way from church, his neighbor, as 
usual, bantered him on his devotion, showed 
him the Christmas gift his patron Saint had 
sent him, and taunted him with the stolidity 
of Saint Nicholas, who could not even send 
him a piece of bread Finally, he offered 
to sell the duck for a dollar, and to wait for 
payment, as he knew Giraldi to be strictly 
honest. The shoemaker carried the duck 
home and when he carved it for his Christ- 
mas dinner, and the three hundred ducats fell 
out, bis first exclamation was — 

“Praise to St. Nicholas I” 

When he recovered from his surprise, he 
would have taken the money back but hjs 
wife persuaded him that, as he bought the 
duck, it was rightfully his own He therefore 
divided the sum between the two suitors for 
his two eldest daughters 

The merchant, after some days, discover- 
ed his loss of the three hundred ducats, and 
went to the shoemaker to demand the mon- 
ey, which was refused The cause came be- 
fore the magistrate, who was a pious man, 
and heard with indignation how cruelly the 
poor man had been ridiculed about his re- 
ligion. His sentence was that Giraldi should 
keep the money, and that the merchant and 
the Jew should besides pay a fine, for their 
usurious dealings, of one hundred and fifty 
ducats, to be given as a dowry for the shoe- 
maker's youngest daughter. 

The meaning of this legend is, that a ben- 
eficent Providence watches over and takes 
care of the poor, who are honest, religious 
an ! truthful The tradition runs that since 
that timo St. Nicholas pays a visit, every 
Christmas night, to all whom he thinks wor- 
thy of his favors. He is known altogether by 
the name — Santa Claus. 



A Tragic Romance of Womanly Devotion* 

In this hospital (which, by the way, is 
known as the United States General Hospi- 
tal, No 1), where there i9 so much of misery 
— so much to excite the pity — there are oth- 
er episodes which awaken almost every ten- 
der sentiment of the soul. We have all read 
of instances of self-devotion of the betrothed 
to her lover. We have all heard of him 
tearing himself away from the comforts of 
home and the blandishment of luxury, to 
face the battle’s fury, and to fall, dead or 
wounded, in its very front. We have been 
told that her disinterested lover has impelled 
her to fly to his couch, to minister unto him, 
to cheer him back to health, and, that, gen- 
erally, her efforts are rewarded with success. 
He recovers, and all goes well as a marriage 
bell. Tho feelings of the eager and interest- 
ed reader would be shocked were there any 
other denouement. But it is rarely that we 
find that devotion under circumstances th; t 
actually transpired in the officers’ depart- 
ment of this hospital. A young Lieutenant 
Colonel of a New York regiment was wound 
ei in the abdomen in one of the recent bat- 
tles before Richmond, and was brought to 
the institution not so much tor treatment as 
for rest. Wounds like his are fatal. Pyemia 
is tbe result and no skill can prevent its sure 
and steady progress, until it ends in tbe death 
of the patient. Acting on this knowledge 
tbe sad tidings of his impending death were 
sent to his family, and through them to the 
young lady to whom he wa9 engaged in mar- 
riage. She lost no time in hastening to this 
oity, and, reporting at the hospital, immedi- 
ately became his nurse. No prosy pen can 
well describe the fidelity with which she per- 
forms her task. No duty is too disagreeable, 
no sacrifice too great. Knowing that he was 
to die, she insisted on being married to him, 
and the ceremony was performed on Wed- 
nesday night by the chaplain. It was a sad 
sight, witness 'd in silence bv the numerous 
officers in the same ward, and brought tears 
ter the eyes of more than one. I saw her 
and her rapidly-sinking patient yesterday. 
Dr. Radcliffe, one of the assistant surgeons 
in charge, passed through the ward, and, 
more as a matter of form than from neces 
suy, asked her the condition of her patient. 
She shook her head sadly, yet resignedly, 
and murmured, “No change; no change 1“ 
in a dreary tone, as if each word was a dag- 
ger to her heart. Her .husband was but semi- 
conscious, and was fast sinking. He may be 
dead by this time . — Annapolis Correspondent 
Phil.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 



Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 

The Constitution requires ot the “Chief 
Executive," that “he shall, from time to 
time, give to the General Assembly informa- 
tion of the state of the Commonwealth, and 
recommend to their consideration such 
measures as he may deem expedient." 

The period since your adjournment has 
beeD crowded with so many important 
events, affecting materially our national in- 
terests, as well ns those of the Common- 
wealth, that a communication touching 
some of those matters which have affected 
the State of the Commonwealth, is recog- 
nised as a requirement of the Constitution. 

As a people, we have reason to be thank- 
ful to a just Providence for the series of al- 
most unbroken successes which have crown- 
ed the arms of our Government in the 
struggle against rebellion. 

Much as wo may deplore the occasion of 
this rebellion, and the necessity which it 
imposes for the sacrifice of so much valua- 
ble life of our people, yet it is a source of 
gratulation to ourselves, and a cause of grat- 
itude to HIM, that such uniform and great 
successes have t-een achieved by the armies 
of the Union. We, of Kentucky, have es- 
pecial reason to rejoice at the results of Maj. 
G;n. Sherman’s unparalleled successes — dur- 
ing the period of your recess — terminating 
in the capture of Savannah. History will 
give him rank with the first captains of any 
age. By his successes, up to the fall of At- 
lanta, the enemy, who so persistently threat- 
ened our security as a State, was driven far 
from us. And when betook his eagle flight 
across the State ot Georgia, he left that 
grand old warrior, the invincible Maj. Gen. 
Geo. H. Thomas, to perfect the security 
which he had given. Most grandly has 
Maj. Gen. Thomas achieved our security by 
the destruction of the rebel army under Gen. 
Hood — a victory more complete and full of 
hopeful assurance than aoy which has 
crowned our arms during the war. 

Words are inadequate to give expression 
to the flow of profound gratitude which the 
Kentucky heart yields to the invincible 
hero, Maj. Gen. Geo. H. Thomas, and his 
heroic command. By his glorious success, 
the red wave has been beaten back from our 
bosom, and the cause of the Uniou is high 
advanced. Our eastern border, we trust, has 
been secured by the successful and destruc- 
tive raid of Maj. Gen. Stoneraan, and his 
successes against the forces of Maj. Gen. 
Breoki midge, which constantly menaced us 
from that direction. We, therefore, so far 
as invading armies have threatened, are at 
this’ time hopefully relieved from their me- 
mo es. 

The national aspect of theso successes, 
great as they are, it is not my purpose to 
estimate in this communication, only to state 
their bearing upon “the slate of the Com 
monwealth" is the purpose of notice in this 
special communication. 

Soon alter your adjournment, the public 
mind became muoh{disturbed and disquieted 
by the enrollment of the negroes, preparato- 
ry for draft. Fearing some untimely out- 
breaks, or unlawful resistance to the execu 
tion of the law, I issued a proclamation on 
the 16th day of March, to allay undue ex- 
citement and prevent unlawful acts. 

To still further secure the peace, order, 
and quiet of Kentucky, and to obtain for our 
citizens a lair and just administration of the 
law, and secur6 them against the unlawful 
and offensive courses pursued by persons 
professing to act by authority, who were 
forcibly taking slaves, and recruiting for 
camps in Tennessee, as well as in Kentucky, 
and to have a stop put to an extensive re- 
cruiting brokerage for other States, I went 
in person to Washington to confer with the 
President and Secretary of War upon some 
plan by which these objects could be ef- 
fected. 

The State of Kentucky, being the fron- 
%tier of loyalty, had been swept Overby rebel 
armies and by our own armies; had been 
subjected to formidable rebel raids, and con- 
tinued depredations by guerrillas. Our fields 
had been devastated by the sweep of armies, 
and homes desolated by rebel raids and 
guerrilla depredations, to such an extent 
that a large portion of bur productive la- 
bor had been driven from the State, and 
the arm of industry was greatly paralyzed 
by the destruction which menaced its la- 
bors, and the want of security in the enjoy- 
ment of its fruits. 

The slave labor was therefore an impor- 
tant item to be secured against destruction, 
beyond what might be taken in a lawful 
way, and by proper means and agencies 
It was agreed that wheu any county filled 
its quota, in any way, no further recruiting 
of negroes should be permitted in such coun- 
ty — except in such cases as where the mas- 
ter and slav> both concurred in the applica- 
tion for enlistment. When the draft was 
- necessary to fill the quota, all, of course, 
subject to draft, had to take their chances of 
such involuntary service. It was agreed 
that all recruiting should be strictly limited 
to the regularly appointed officers for that 
service; and that those engaged without au- 
thority, or in the offensive and unlawful 
modes of sending - out bodies of troops to 
gather up negroes by force and otherwise, 
and put them in camps, should be arrested 
and eutnmarily puuished. It was further 
agreed, tba't all negroes recruitedjby enlist 
ment pr draft shonld be removed to camps 
outside of the State, for organization and 
instruction. This was to prevent the entire 
demoralization and destruction of what 
should be left of that class of labor. These 
points being agreed, Brigadier General (since 
Brevet Major General) Burbridge, then in 
command of the Military District of Ken- 
tucky, was selected, and charged with carry- 
ing out these agreed points. I assured the 
President that the people of Kentucky were 
a law-abiding people, and, though opposed 
to the policy of placing the negro in the 
ranks of the soldier, yet, if the law were 
executed as agreed, I would pledge our peo- 
ple to a peaceful and loyal obedience to the 
law 

It was not contemplated by me that this 
was to save slavery in Kentucky, nor did 
any such idea occur to the President. It 
was not sought thereby either to perpetuate 
slaveery, or to exterminate it; but solely with 
the view of protecting the interests of a loyal 
people, by securing them exemption from 
unlawful and offensive courses ; from insults 
and unnecessary injuries; the State from 
the loss of its proper credits, and the conn 
try from the unnecessary destruction of a 
large amount of productive labor 
Having uniformly held and continuously 
announced the conviction, from the com- 
mencement of rebellion, that secession was 
the worst form of abolition ; that it would 



abolish slavery in blood, it never entered my 
mind that anything I might do to relieve 
my peoplo from suffering on account of it, 
could either prevent or stay the hand of re- 
bellion from working its destruction The 
object of this arrangement was to benefit 
and protect the loyal white man, and pre- 
vent him being subjected to wanton' and un- 
called-for injury and unprovoked insult and 
outrage, by lawless acts, on aqcount of the 
negro. 

Had these arrangements been carried out, 
a very different state of feeling would have 
existed in Kentucky. But, instead of car- 
rying them out, the most offensive and in- 
jurious modes were adopted to violate them, 
by him who was selected and charged with 
their fulfillment. 



MILITARY AFFAIRS IS KENTUCKY. 

In giving you information in relation 



to 



the manner in which the military affairs 
have been coqducted in Kentucky, it is an 
unpleasant duty to be constrained to say, 
that wantqn oppression of citizens, fraud, 
corruption, and imbecility, have too frequent- 
ly characterized the military career of some 
officers in Kentucky during the time since 
your adjournment. 

In AVestern Kentucky, Brigadier General 
E. A. Paine, confederated with other officers 
and some citizens, ran a career of shameful 
criminality. Though brief, it was terrible 
Hearing that wrongs were being perpetrated 
ed in that section, but that the citizens were 
afraid to speak out and make them known , 
sent Lieut. Col. J. J. Craddock, of the 
“Capital Guards," to Paducah, to inquire 
into and report to me the facts. Upon get- 
ting his report, I preferred charges against 
General Paine and others to the President of 
the Cnited States. By order of Lieutenant 
General Grant, General Paine was prompt- 
ly relieved by General Meredith, whose 
soldierly bearing and just administration 
have given peace and confidence in that sec- 
tion. 

A commission composed of Brig. Gen. S. 

S Fry and Col. J M. Brown, 45th Kentucky 
Mounted Infantry, was appointed to investi- 
gate the conduct of Gen. Paine, &c. 
send wi h this communication a copy of 
their report, with my letter to the President, 
and also letter of the 3d of September, 
touching other subjects. 

The Commandant of the District of Ken 
tucky caablished a system of trade permits 
in violat on of law and to the detriment of 
the public interests. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, under the 
law, had fixed regulations; the military, 
without law, and in violation of law, as- 
sumed to organize Boards of Trade, who, for 
certain fees, were to pass upon and deter 
mine who should buy and sell, not only in the 
ordinary tourse of trade, but for family sup- 
plies. As ad ministered in Kentucky, it was a 
most shameful and corrupt system of partizan 
political corruption and oppression. This 
machinery of fraud and corrupt oppression 
is still retained, and the facts, showing its 
corrupt use, should 'be collected and present- 
ed, by authority of the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky, to the national authorities, in such 
formas to secure the abolishment and fu- 
ture prohibition of all such • interferences 
with the lawful and necessary trade of the 
country 

An attempt was also made, under the 
cover of these military trade regulations 
through the Commissary Department, to per- 
petrate a most extensive swindle upon the 
farmers of Kentucky in the purchase of 
their hog crop. Under the trade orders 
none could ship or drive to market without 
a permit; and all were prohibited from ship- 
ing across the Ohio river, thus closing the 
Cincinnati and other markets to our farmers. 
The buyers and packers at Louisville and 
elsewhere were warned off' under threats of 
arrest and confiscation, &c. Agents, who 
were assigned to this wholesale swindle, 
went actively to work, notifying the farmers 
that the Government had determined to take 
their hogs, and bad fixed the price which 
they muet take — a prico greatly below the 
market value. To have a stop put to this 
swindle, which was being carried on through 
the Commissary Department, under the pa- 
tronage of the Commandant of the District 
of Kentucky, I sent a communication to the 
President, borne by reliable messengers, to 
explain the details of the matters of my 
letter. 

The hog swindle was promptly ended, but 
not until the farmers had sustained losses to 
at least $300,000; yet in time to save them 
the loss of over one million dollars. I sug- 
gest that it is due to the honest farmers of 
the State that you collate, or provide for so 
doing, the facts bearing upon this attempted 
and partially executed fraud, and present 
them alio in connection with the “military 
trade regulations." 

The greatest matter of military outrage 
has been, and yet is, the arrest, imprison- 
ment, and banishment of loyal citizens 
without a hearing, and without even a 
knowledge of the charges against them 
There have been a number of this class of 
arrests, merely for partisan political ven- 
geance, and to force them to pay heavy 
sums to purchase their liberation. How the 
spoils, so infamously extorted, are divided, 
has no; trauspired to the public information. 
For partisan political ends Gen. John B. 
Huston was arrested at midnight, preceding 
the election, and hurried off under circum- 
stances of shameful aggravation. He was, 
however, released iu a few days; but that 
does rot atone for the criminality of his 
malicious arrest and false imprisonment. 
The battle-scarred veteran, Col. Frank Wol- 
ford. whose name and loyal fame is a part 
of his country’s jeweled memories, and 
whose arrest, for political vengeance, should 
put a nation’s cheek to the blush, is yet held 
in durance vile, without a hcaringand with- 
dort an accusation, so far as he or his friends 
can ascertain. 

Lieutenant Governor Jacob, whose yet un 
closed wounds received in battle for his coun- 
try, was victimized to partizan and personal 
vengeance, and hurried, without a hearing 
and without any known accusation, through 
the rebel lines into Virginia The indecent 
and guilty haste with which he was hurried off 
and through the lines, stamps the personal 
malignity of the deed with the infamy of con- 
scious criminality. Other cases might be 
mentioned, but theso are selected, because 
they are known to the whole country; their 
acts are a part of the glorious history of loy 
al heroism, and their accueers shrink from 
the light of investigation, but cannot es- 
cape the scourging judgment of an outrag- 
ed people. 

The military authorities are as much 
bound to observe the laws as the civil. 
Though the law governing the action of the 
military may, and does often and materially 
differ from that which controls the action of 
the civil, yet the law applicable to each is 
alike binding on each. Although the facts 
which constitute reasonable and probable 
oauee for the arrest and imprisonment of 
citizen by vhe military are different from and 
far more extensive than for civil arrests, yet 
the rules of law are the same in the appli- 
cation of the facts.* 

By the act of Congress, approved March 3d, 
1863, entitled “An act relating to habeas 



corpus, and regulating judicial proceedings 
in oertain cases," the mode of proceeding, 
when non-combatants aand others have been 
arrested, is fixed. This law, which was in- 
tended to limit the action of military com- 
mandants in the various localities, and give 
some assurance of ultimate justice to the 
citizen, has been wholly and utterly set at 
defiance by Brevet Maj. Gen. 8. G. Burbridge, 
in the instances of Col. Wolford and Lieut. 
Goy. Jacob and others. Nay, further: the 
action in the case of Lieut. Gov. Jacob is in 
defiance of Federal and State Constitutions 
and laws ; in defiance of the laws of hu- 
manity and liberty ; dishonors the cause of 
our country, and degrades the military rank 
to the infamous uses of partisan and person- 
al vengeance. 

While I would have the officers and sol- 
diers, who battle for the Union, secured ar.d 
protected in the full and complete exercise 
of every power and right which pertains to 
their position, and which, even remotely, may 
be required to aid in the great cause of our. 
national defense; yet such iniquities as have 
been wantonly and repeatedly inflicted upon 
the loyal citizens of Kentucky should be 
met by such legislation as will insure the 
just punishment of the offender and the 
ultimate redress of the wrong to the injured 
parties. 

I recommend that the limitation to actions 
for malicious arrest and false imprisonment, 
when made upon other than civil process, be 
repealed or so modified as not to begin to run 
nntil one year after the rebellion shall be 
suppressed and the civil authority of theNa 
tional Government shall be restored over the 
revolted districts. 

I would further suggest the amendment of 
our penal code, so as to punish as a felony 
or high misdemeanor the offense of caus- 
ing or procuring the arrest and imprison- 
ment of loyal citizens not on civil process, 
without any reasonable or probable cause. 
The wanton and malicious deprivation of the 
liberty of loyal citizens, without any reason- 
able or probable cause, is a crime of so grave 
a nature, that no penalty less than felony 
and confinement in the penitentiary can ad 
cquately express the just sense of horror and 
indignation which a free people must/eel to- 
ward such criminality. 

It cannot be said that such laws would in- 
terfere with putting down rebellion ; unless 
it can be shown that the arrest and impris- 
onment of loyal citizens, withont any rea- 
sonable and probable cause, will aid in put- 
ting down the rebellion. 

The honest and faithful officer will be 
protected by the law; only the faithless and 
corrupt will be reached by it. Officers, ei- 
ther civil or military, who cannot discharge 
the duties of -their office without perverting 
its powers to malicious and unreasonable 
abuses, are ever a dead weight upon any 
service; and the law which seizes upon and 
punishes such, subserves the interests of so 
ciety and the cause of humanity. 

Accompanying this communication will 
be found telegrams, letters, <fcc., growing out 
of the arrests of Huston, Jacob, Wolford 
Ac. 

On the night of the 24th day of Novem 
ber, 1864, a fire destroyed the machine and 
work-shops in the penitentiary. The loss of 
property to the keeper was heavy as well as 
to the State. The prison inspectors examiu 
ed into the evidence andjmade report, a copy 
of which will be laid before you, which ex 
onerates the keeper and officers from all 
blame, and attaches the accident to the in 
sufficiency and insecurity of the buildings 
The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund di- 
rected the keeper to have an arphitcct to 
prepare plans, drawings, and estimates for 
such buildings as are needed and required to 
give the necessary utility and security in 
future. The plane and estimates have been 
submitted to the Board, and have been ap- 
proved by them, and are recommended to the 
General Assembly for adoption 

The losses sustained by the accidental 
burning of public buildings, usually if not 
universally, has foundation in the false 
economy which withholds the mean neces 
eary to make permanent and secure build 
ings 

The experience of another year hts fully 
demonstrated the utter impracibility of our 
militia system. With the moat untiring ef- 
forts to get up an organization under the 
law we have been able to accomplist so lit 
tie, that the whole system must be regarded 
as a failure. I recommend that you adopt 
such amesdments as will make it practical, 
and enable' your officers to put it in opera- 
tion ; or repeal the entire law, and not let 
the people be louger deceived with the false 
idea that they have a militia system. With 
an effective militia law, under which the 
militia could be organized throughout the 
State, and such portions of then armed and 
called into service as exigencies might re 
quire, the predatory warfare which has so 
harassed our people could have been effect- 
ually ended. The Inspector General will 
submit to you, through the proper commit- 
tee, a plan which further experience and ex 
amination of the laws of other Statea sug- 
gests as the most effective and practical. 

Until the raid of Morgan, in June last, 
demonstrated the insufficiency of the troops 
then in Kentucky for protection, no effort to 
raise the forces authorized by act approved 
February 20th, 1864, was made. After that 
raid, with the approval of the Federal au 
thorities, three battalions were ordered to be 
raised for six months’ service : one for East 
ern Kentucky, one for Western Kentucky 
and one for Capital Guards; each battalion 
to consist of not less than six nor more than 
eight companies A portion of each has been 
raised, and they havo done most efficient 
service. 

Since the return and muster out of a num 
ber of our veteran eoldiers, quite a number 
of companies have been authorized to 
formed of such for twelve months’ service 
for self-protection, and for the better and 
more effective defense against guerrillas, 
is believed that a sufficient number of those 
veterans will form companies to make up th 
number authorized by the law, and that they 
will give ample and sure protection in the 
future. The raising of these forces was for 
a time suspended to avoid having a collision 
forced upon the State by tbs Commandant 
of the District of Kentucky The orders 
and other documents relating to such inter 
ference will accompany this communication 

From the enrollment of the persons sub 
ject to military duty, under the acts of Con 
gress, in Kentucky, a statement of which 
has been furnished to the Adjutant General 
by the A. A. P M. General of Kentucky, 
am enabled to present the following statis 
lies

The two districts .-ora which the enroll- 
ment of the negroes has not been returned 
will probably add 5,000 “colored" to the en 
rollraent. This will give an aggregate of 
hite and “colored” of 138,493. From this 
number will have to be deducted those who 
are exempted from service, which will be 
quite a large per centage.

If the rule heretofore applied in equalizing 
the quotas of States be applied to the “col- 
ored” troops furnished by this State, we will 
largely exceed all calls, and be exempted 
from the next draft. The draft is for one 
year troops. The “colored" troops are iq for 
three years. Whether reduced, therefore, to 
the three years’ basis, or to one, each “col 
ored" soldier will entitle the State to a credit 
of three upon the draft. 

Muster rolls have been returned to the 
office of the Adjutant General for 14,918 
colored” troops mustered in from Kentucky 
These should, according to the rule hereto- 
fore adopted and regarded by all as just, 
give to the State a credit on the draft for one 
year men, for 44,754. That the State should 
ave credit for the forces furnished in pro- 
portion to the term of service as well as the 
number, is enforced by additional consid- 
erations. Three fifths of the negroes are 
estimated in fixing our representation in 
Congress. All are estimated on the enroll- 
ment. The effect is to increase our military 
assessment above our representative voice, 
to the extent of two fifths of the negroes en- 
rolled, and, at the same time, diminish the 
assessment of other States below their rep- 
resentative strength to the extent of two 
fifths^f the negro enrollment added to ug 
We are not advised as to what rule will be 
applied, but shall insist upon that hereto- 
fore adopted and acted upon. 

In addition to the 61,317 white soldiers, 
and 14,918 “colored" troops furnished by 
Kentucky, and for whom- the muster rolls 
are on file, tikere are now raised (some hav- 
ng been mustered but no rolls yet returned) 
.Detween one ariS, two thousand recruits of 
white citizens, and at least five thousand 
negro or “colored" recruits Moreover, 
thousands of our citizens have been, during 
the rebellion, in various parts of the State, 
actively employed as home guards, State 
guards, State forces, &c., in battling against 
a common foe, of whom no account 19 taken 
in estimating the effective force furnished by 
the State. These statistical facts sufficient- 
ly attest the active devotion of our people 
to the national cause. 

I assumed the responsibllty of appointing 
Mr. James P. Flint agent for the State, to 
visit the various camps in and out of the 
State, and procure a proper return of the 
colored" troops enlisted from Kentucky. 
He has rendered very valuable service in 
geting up the proper returns so as to se- 
cure to the State the proper credits, ahd en- 
able the citizen to prosecute his claim for 
the compensation secured by the act of Con 
gress. Several thousands have been, through 
this agency, secured to the credit of the 
State that would otherwise have been lost. 
The agency was accepted upon the condition 
that he should look to the future action of 
the Legislature for compensation. I recom- 
mend suitable provisions be made for his 
remuneration. 

There being nolaw authorizing theappoiot- 
ment or employment of agents upon the part 
ol the State to visit the field and hospitals, and 
look intoand provide for the wants and neces- 
sities of our sick and wounded soldiers, I have 
been compelled to draw upon the voluntary 
services of Doctor I W. Scott, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the State, for such service; who, 
from time to time, with my authority, em- 
ployed other surgeons to visit the field on oc- 
casions of’battles being fought, and give at- 
tention to the wants of our wounBed. 

For the want of any appropriation to 
meet the expenses of agents, I have been 
compelled to draw upon the services of the 
Surgeon General to visit and look into the 
condition of our sick and wounded in the 
various hospitals in Tennessee, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, and Iowa A copy of his 
report will be laid before you. It is recom- 
mended that some provisions be made by 
aw for the employment of agents to attend 
to the wants of our.«ick and wounded. The 
small suras which I have had advanced 
from time to time, from a fund under my 
control, and expended for the benefit of our 
sick soldiers, through the Surgean Geueral, 
has done much good to cheer the hearts of 
those brave men. 

Having in my message, at the commence- 
ment of -your present session, urged provis- 
ions being made for the families of our in' 
digent soldiers, I would not again recur to 
it during the presept session, but for the 
fact that the omission to make such pro 
vision has been the occasion of bringing 
up to the ear of the Executive. the waii of 
many stricken hearts suffering from want. 
In the absence of any appropriation for the 
relief ol such, and not haviug private for- 
tune sufficient to supply the many calls, I 
have been pained with the forced necessity 
of leaving unanswered many appeals for 
help, coming up from those whose husbands 
and fathers are battling for our security, or 
filling a soldier’s grave. Those of us who 
are protected by the arm of the brave sol- 
dier should not be contented to see his wife 
and children perish for want of the neces- 
saries of life. Where the strong arm of 
support is withdrawn from the family for 
our defense, surely we should shelter them. 

You will perceive, from the annual report 
of the Treasurer, that there is a large decrease 
in the receipts of the fiscal year, closing 
October 10th, 1864, as compared with th 
preceding year. 

The exposed condition of the country, the 
great destruction and waste of property, the 
diminished valuation in the exposed dis- 
tricts, have reduced and will edntinue to di 
minish the eources of revenue, and makes it 
necessary that provision should be timely 
made to meet our liabilities by increasing 
the rate of taxation We are now paying 
less than one third of one per cent, on taxa 
ble property Were it increased to two-fifthe 
or one-half of one per cent, it would not be 
burdensome, and would enable you to make 
provision for necssary agents and for the 
families of indignant soldiers. 

Applications have* been repeatedly made 
for the purchase ot land-scrip whiclf was 
donated by Congress to found an Agricultur- 
al aod Mechanical College in Kentucky 
There being no law authorizing the sale, 
nothing could be done towards effecting 
a sale. 



Under the resolution approved February 
15th, 1864, directing the appointment of a 
commissioner to inquire intoand report upon 
the defalcation of Thos. S. Page, late Audit- 
or of Public Accounts, A. II. Buckner, was 
appointed, has discharged the duties per- 
scribed, and filed his report, which i9 trans- 
mitted herewith. 

I woald call your attention to the report 
of the “inspectors and weighers" of tobacco 
at Louisville, and the suggestions made by 
them as to the amendment of the existing 
law. The report, together with an amended 
,act drafted by them, are herewith transmit- 
ted for your con si deflation. 

-twithstanding t,he*gj4Ke apprehensions 
ny that tlvenxwrftld be an unlawful 
by tTre military authorities to con- 
•J^trtffTne election of electors to cast the vote 
ot the State for President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, yet the election 
passed off with unusual quiet. 

Ths present incumbent has been re-elected 
President by the legitimate voice of the 
people. He is as much the President of 
those who voted against him as those who 
voted for him; for he is the chosen Presi- 
dent of the United States; and, as such, 
should receive the support of all in the dis- 
charge of iiis duties. Though a large ma- 
jority of the people of Kentucky may differ 
with him as to some propose! measures of 
policy, and may use all lawful means to se- 
cure such measures as they approve, and 
prevent the adoption of such as they disap- 
prove, yet, when the question shall pass 
from a proposition to an adopted measure, 
their line of duty will be changed. To op- 
pose the adoption of ameasureof policy and 
to seek a change or modification of any 
measure in the proper spirit and through 
the appointed modes, is not only lawful, but 
the inalienable right of free men. To resist 
or obstruct the execution of an adopted 
measure, is factious and rebellious opposi- 
tion to the Government. The good citizen will 
ever yield obedience to the adopted measures 
of government, however much be may have 
condemned their adoption. Opposition to a 
proposed measure and opposition to the exe- 
cution of an adopted measure, are of widely 
different character. The one is the proper 
exercise of the legitimate right of the free 
American citizen ; the other is the danger- 
ous spirit of revolution. By yielding obedi- 
ence and aiding to enforce the adopted 
measures of government, we neither abandon 
our private judgement and principles, nor 
surrender the right of seeking a change or 
modification ot such measures in the mode 
and through the means appointed by law. 
Constitutional majorities must determine 
and fix policy, and loyal minorities must, as 
good citizens, support in good faith the 
adopted measures; but without forfeiting 
their right to correct or modify such meas- 
ures in the forme secured by law. Decided 
as is the judgment of Kentucky against the 
policy of the National Government assuming 
to emancipate slaves within a loyal State, 
aud*against transferring local and domestic 
questions to natioal action, and so national- 
izing sectionalism by amendments to the 
Constitution, yet if it be done as prescribed 
by the the Constitution, none will more 
readily obey the law wheu so changed than 
the loyal people of Kentucky. To obey the 
existing laws is the duty of all. Obedience 
to existing laws does not imply that we were 
in favor of their adoption, but declares that 
we, as a law-abiding people, obey and en- 
force the laws as they exist, because we de- 
sire the protection and security of law. 

We have steadily and firmly opposed all 
efforts, from every source, to make the negro 
an issue in our struggle to maintain our na- 
tional life. To preserve the life of our Gov- 
ernment against rebellion and fix its perpe- 
tuity — not to determine the status of the ne- 



uutary emancipation would become so gene- 
ral that, at the end of ten year*, but little 
would be left of slavery to be adjusted by 
further action. This would avoid the injuri- 
ous effects of a sudden, breaking up and dis- 
ruption of this entire labor system, and 
would give our people an opportunity to per- 
fect, by constitutional amendment-or other- 
wise, such plan of emancipation as would 
conserve the interests of the country and hu- 
manity. 

As the tirneot removal is, within the con 
trol of the Legislature, limited only by a rea- 
sonable regard to the constitutional purpose 
of removal within a reasonable time, there 
is every assurance that, with proper facili- 
ties, as suggested in the present state of 
feeling-amor, gst the slave-owners, voluntary 
emancipation would become general, and 
thus relieve the overtaxed mind and patience 
of our people from the outside pressure on 
account of the negro. 

The negro has never stood in the way of 
Kentucky loyalty; and it is unfortunate for 
us that the loyalty of others should stumble 
over the negro and fall upon us. The ranks 
of our armies are filled with a full propor- 
tion of Kentucky slave-owners, while but a 
small percentage of those who joined rebel- 
lion trom Kentucky had any interest in 
slaves. The statistics of rebellion, when 
collated will verify this fact. It was not on 
account of the negro that Kentuckians ran 
off into the rebel ranks, but from other 
promptings. The loyalty of Kentucky is 
based upon an immovable devotion to our 
free republican form of government and the 
paramount duty of preserving that govern- 
ment over an unbroken unioD. 

With thesa suggestions for your patriotic 
consideration, and the assurance of my 
hearty co-operation in all measures you 
may adopt to conserve the interests and pro- 
mote the welfare of our people, and to ad- 
vance the cause of our country against re- 
bellion, I close this communication, trusting 
that He who guided our_ fathers safely 
through our revolutionary struggle, and in- 
spired them to shape for our inheritance the 
Government for which we are now battling, 
will guide you, and inspire your councils 
with like wisdom and patriotism.

gro — has been the unyielding spirit and pur- 
pose of Kentucky loyalty. We have reject- 
ed the appeals of sectionalism from all di- 
rections, and firmly adhered to nationalism. 
We have avoided sectional ideas, because 
they war upon nationality. Sectionalism, 
on the defensive, is ordinarily conservative ; 
but when it assumes the offensive it is ever 
radical and destructive. Therefore, we would 
preserve our Constitution, if possible, from 
sectional defacements. As easily may you 
constrain the mo ions of the globe, as con- 
tract the judgment of its inhabitants to move 
within a sectional cycle. Where sectionalism 
prevails, national ty necesarvily perishes; 
where national ideas prevail, sectionalism is 
restrained within :ts own sphere — of home. 
With these sentiments, which underlie the 
action of Kentuckians in this great struggle, 
to make subserviency to partisan or section- 
al views a test of loyalty, is but the malice 
of little and narrow minds, incapable of tak- 
ing a larger view of their country than that 
contained in a pocket-map. 

The truly loyal men differ as patriots, and 
statesmen, not as partisans. The good of 
country and the success of right principles 
of government is the controlling object of the 
truly loyal man. Self and party bounds the 
partisan's desires With the patriot, devo- 
tion to country and support of its cause is the 
test of loyalty. With the partisan, subser- 
viency to party isthetestofloyalty. The love 
of country in the patriot rises like our own 
proud eagle above the clouds, and bathes in 
the sunlight of truth and liberty : but the 
affections of the partisan, like the “mousing 
owl," seek night and darkness to cover their 
grovelling flight. How any man voted at 
our recent elections did not determine his 
true charatter, nor signify the degree of his 
patriotism ; it only determined the charac 
ter of his judgment upon measures of policy 
and as to men. None but the partisan seeks 
to make it a test of loyalty. The patriotic 
spurn such test as an insult to loyalty, and 
an outrage upon free government. He is 
unworthy of trust in any capacity who urges 
such test*. 

Although the people of Kentucky, in this 
great national struggle against rebellion, 
have ever opposed making the status of the 
negro an object of struggle in this trial to 
preserve our national lile, yet they are not 
so blinded in perception as not to see, nor 
so irrational as not to accept the fact, as an 
existing fact, that rebellion has destroyed 
property in slaves It exists in name to a 
limited extent, but not in interest. Under 
the stroke of rebellion, the roof-tree which 
sheltered it has been shivered to the roots. 
What remains of it to ns, is, and must con 
tinue to be, notonly effete, but burdensome 
If left to our people to dispose of it, I have 
no doubt they will digest the wisest and best 
means of relieving themselves of it. Under 
our Constitution emancipation can only be 
voluntary, or with compensation, reserving 
the rights ol creditors, and providing for the 
removal ol (lie emancipated slaves. Eman 
Cipalion, with compensation from the State 
is impracticable. The destruction of the 
value of that property alone creates the 
preseut necessity for increased taxation on 
other property. An amendment to the Cot 
stitution cannot be effected before 1870. 

In the meantime, if our laws were so 
amended as to give slave owners the power 
to emancipate their slaves, and the right to 
retain them upon fair wages, say lor ten 
years, securing the hire aa a fund 10 colo- 
nize and settle the .emancipated slaves, vol-

Union State Convention at Frankfort. 

Pursuant to a call of the Union State Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Kentucky, the Union 
men of the State met jo Frankfort, on Wed- 
nesday, Jan. 4, 1865, for the purpose of con- 
sidering and acting upon the political ques- 
tions that now agitate and interest the loyal 
people of the State. 

On motion of Doctor Theodore 3. Bell, 
chairman of the State Union Executive 
Committee, the Convention was organized 
by electing Hon. Tucker Woodsok, of Jes- 
samine, as temporary President, and Jno. L 
Scott, Esq , a3 temporary Secretary, and A. 
H. Rassom, of Kenton, assistant Secretary. 

On further motion of Dr. Bell, the follow- 
ing persons were appointed a committee on 
permanent organization, viz

At this point in the proceedings an invita- 
tion waa received from Hon Harrison Taylor, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
inviting the Convention to adjourn to the 
Hall of Representatives during the continu 
ance of the Convention, which invitation 
waa accepted, and 
On motion of Geo. 31. Thomas, it was re- 
solved that the Convention adjourn to meet 
in the Hall of Representatives at 3J o’clock 
this evening. 

Dr. J. L. Smedlev made a patriotic and 
thrilling speech . 

EVENING SESSION 

The Convention met at the Representative 
Hall at 3) o’clock, pursuant to adjournment 
The committee on Kosolutions not being 
ready toms)ort, the following gentlemen were 
called upon and made speeches of great 
power and eloquence in favor of sustaining 
the Administration, and taking immediate 
steps to get rid of the institution of slavery 
in Kentucky, viz: Hon. F. T Hord, Hon. 

G. Clay Smith, Hon. R. F. Baird, Hon. Green 
Adams, Hon. Wm R. Kinucy. 

: he committee on Future Organization, 
made the following report, which was adopt- 
I ed, viz: 

The committee on Special Organization, 
respectfully report as the sense of this con- 
vention, 'hat an Executive committee should 
be appointed, to whom shall be entrusted the 
general supervision of such matters as may 
be necessary for the proper organization of 
the Union party of Kentucky, the dissemi- 
nation of correct political opinions ^mong 



the people, and so far as it can be honorably 
done, the promotion of the triumph ot our 
cause and principles, and to this end they 
suggest that such committee be located at 
Lexington, Kentucky, and consist of the 
following gentlemen!:

We further recommend that he Execu- 
tive Committee appoint as speedily as possi- 
ble, Congressional Committees, and County 
Committees, whose duty it shall be to pro- 
mote a thorough organization of the party 
by districts, counties and precincts — vacan- 
cies shall be published from time to time as 
they may arise, from death, resignation or 
otherwise. 

The State Executive Committee, are ad- 
vised and instructed to nominate a candidate 
for the office of State Treasurer, and such 
other State offices (if any) which will have 
to be filled by election at the general elec- 
tion on the first Monday in August next. 

^'I’he oommittee on resolutions, through 
Hon. Charles Eginton, Chairman, made the 
following report, which was unanimously 
adopted, viz 

1. Resolved, ^hat we still earnestly adhere 
to the principles of the Baltimore platform 
of June, 1864 

2. Resolved, Tnat the November election 
has conclusively demonstrated the determin- 
ation of the American people to maintain 
the integritv of the Union, and uphold the 
civil and military policy of the present Na- 
tional Administration, and, as the true test 
of loyalty, we pledge ourselves as UnioD 
men to sustain thoroughly the said policy, 
do alHn our power to suppress the rebellion, 
and that this is the plain unmistakable duty 
of every loyal citizen, and all sucb are in- 
vited to co-operate with us. 

3. Resolved, That the sagacity of Presi- 
dent Lincoln in conceiving, and his heroic 
firmness in sustaining, wise measures for the 
maintenance and perpetuity of our Republi- 
can institutions entitle him to the gratitude 
and support ot all loyal men of Kentucky 
and the nation 

4. Resolved, That we hereby request our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress to 
vote in favor of submitting a proposed 
amendment of the National Constitution 
abolishing and prohibiting slavery, through- 
out the domain of the United States, and 
that we invite the co-operation of the legie- 
ture of Kentucky in carrying forward this 
• request. 

5 Resolved, That, in the judgment of this 
Convention, the slave code of the State 
should be revised, repealed or modified, so as 
to be in accordance with the present status 
of affairs in Kentucky, so far as the State 
Constitution may permit. 

6. Resolved, Tljat we approve cordially of 
the most vigorous rataliatory warfare against 
all guerrillas, raiders, and predatory bands of 
assassins and robbers, who commit murder 
ous ravages upoD the people of this Com- 
monwealth, and we fully endorse the action 
of the Federal military authorities in the 
discharge of these duties. 

Resolved, That the steadfast loyalty of 
the mountain counties of Kentucky, and 
their unmurmuring sacrifices of life and 
property, in the cause of the Union enti- 
tle their citizens to a more efficient protection 
than they have yet received from the State 
or Federal Governments 

8. Resolved, That the recent brilliant 
achievements of the army and navy, entitle 
our brave soldiers and seamen to renewed 
favor and honor, and especially do we feel 
profoundly grateful for the happy deliver- 
ance which they have just given to Ken- 
tucky, in freeing her from the horrors of a 
ruthless Confederate invasion. 

9. 'Resolved, That this Convention considers 
the appearance of Joshua F. Bullitt, in his 
seat as Chief Justice of Kentucky, under the 
notorious circumstances existing with regard 
to him, an outrage on all propriety and de- 
mands the notice of the public authorities, 
both Federal and Stale 

NIGHT SESSION 

Dr. Robert J Breckinridge offered the 
following resolution, in regard to our rela- 
tions with Great Britain, which resolution 
was laid on the table, viz: 

STATE OF THE COUNTRY 

The preservation o' the freedom, the in- 
dependence, and the nationality of the Uni- 
ted States, and the perpetuation of their 
union, security, and prosperity — great as 
these objects of desire and effort are — is not 
all that mankind demands of this great Re- 
public, nor all that its people demand of 
their public servants. 

Beyond these, the dignity, the honor, the 
character, the glory of the nation, must be 
kept sacred and inviolate, in the presence of 
the whole world; and the greatest nations, 
are the last of all from whom insult, out- 
rage, or deliberate injury can be endured. 

The people of the United States, can con- 
ceive ol nothing that can be a compensa- 
tion for their nitional humiliation. They 
have already endured, from several foreign 
nations, during the progress of the present 
war, much that would not have been at- 
tempted, under other circumstances. The 
conduct of Great Britain especially, has 
been hardly short of a standing menace; but 
little less offensive and injurious than actual 
war. Our forbearance has been taken for 
weakness and timidity, and has produced 
only increased injustice and insolence on the 
part of others Its continuance promises to 
us, only shame, and increased danger. 

This Convention, therefore, met in the 
name of the loyal people of Kentucky, and 
representing in the present matter, as we be 
lieve — the profound and nearly unanimous 
sentiments of the whole body of American 
patriots, beseech the President and the Con- 
gress of the United States, to bear in mind, 
that the glory of the nation, as well as its 
life, is in their keeping, and that both are 
best maintained by a great people, by de- 
manding nothing but what is right, and sub- 
mitting to nothing that is wrong. 

Col. Jackson then offered the following 
resolution which was unanimously adopted, 
viz 

Resolved, That the thanks oi all loyal 
men in Kentucky are justly due, and are 
hereby rendered to the Hon. Green Clay 
Smith, Hon. Lucien Anderson and Hon. 
W. H. Randall, for their truly patriotic ef- 
forts in the Union cause, and that their past 
official conduct as members of Congress is 
hereby fully approved. 

Judge Williams offered the following res- 
olution which was unanimously adopted 
vix 

Resolved, that Jrig Gen. Walter 0. 
Whitaker, it. tbe • ixati' -u of this meeting, 
has fairly won, and ,ughi to have conferred 
upon him a Major generalship of Volun- 



teers, and that we hereby urge upon the 
President, such a recognition of his distin- 
guished services 

Capt. James M. Fidler offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was unanimously adop- 
sd : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Conven- 
tion are hereby given to the “Louisville 
Union Press,’’ “The Frankfort Common- 
wealth,’’ “Volksblatt,” “The Lexington 
Unionist” and “The Saturday American,” 
for the able manner in which they have advo- 
cated tbe principles of the Union party and 
for tbe support which they have given to 
the Administration in its efforts to suppress 
the rebellion, and maintain the integrity of 
the nation, and, that we recommend the 
papers named to the support of the loyal 
men of the State. 

The Delegates from the 9th Cong. Dist. 
offered the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted ' 

Resolved, That this Convention recom- 
mend to the President of the United Slates, 
that Gen. S. G. Burbridge, as a reward for 
his gallant services in the field, and for his 
able administration of the affairs of this 
Military District, he appointed a Brigadier 
General in the Regular Army of the United 
States. 

• Hon. Geo. M. Thomas offered the follow- 
ing resolution which was unanimously 
adopted, viz : 

Resolved , That it is the duty of the pres- 
ent Legislature to make suitable and ample 
provision for the families of the soldiers 
now in tbe field, and the families of such as 
have been killed, or died in the service of 
their country.

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

This body reassembled at the Capitol, on 
Wednesday, January 4, according to ad. 
journment. The Senate was organized by 
the election of John B. Bruner, ot Breckin- 
ridge county, as speaker, pro tern , in the ab- 
sence of Lieut. Gov. Jacob. John W. Pru- 
ett, Jr., was elected Sergeant-at-Arms in the 
place of bis father, Jno. W Pruett, deceased. 

Mr. Prall, of Bourbon county, offered a 
resolution in which strong grounds are taken 
in lavor of riddiDg the State qf slavery, and 
instructing the Senators and Representatives 
of Kentuckv in Congress to vote for tb e 
Constitutional amendments abolishing sla- 
very in tbe United States. 

Mr Grainger, of Louisville, offered resolu- 
tions of respect to the memory ol Gibson 
Mallory, late Senator from Jefferson county. 
After appropriate remarks from several of 
the Senators, the resolutions were -adopted. 

Mr. Cleveland, of Bracken county, offered 
a joint resolution, fixing Wednesday, Jan- 
uary 11th, as the day for the election o* 
L T nited States Senator, which was adopted. 

The House was railed to order by the 
Speaker, Harrison Taylor, of Mason county 
Only forty-nine members answered to their 
names, and there being no quorum present, 
the House was adjourned until Thursday, at 
10 o’clock. On Thursday a quorum being 
present, tbe House proceeded to business. 
Mr Kinney, of ifenderson county, offered 
resolutions with regard to slavery similar to 
those offered by Mr. Prall in the Senate. 

A bill in the orders of the day, disfran. 
cbising all those who have fled from the 
State to avoid military duty, was taken up 
and recommited to the Committee on the 
Judiciary.' Both Houses adjourned till to- 
day, at 11 o'clock, at which time the Gov 
ernor s Message was sent in.

Mis Rachel Johnson, one of 
the most beautiful, and certainly one of the 
most talented artistes now on the stage, is tbe 
star regnant. We are aware that nowa- 
days it is the rule to praise indiscriminately, 
but we simply give expression to our sincere 
conviction when we say, that there are but 
few actresses who have power to thrill an 
audience by their impersonations like Miss 
Johnson All of her renditions are chaste, 
life-like, elegant portraitures, aod the au- 
dience feel the mighty power of that genius 
whose brightness flashes forth so frequently. 
She is a native of Kentucky, aDd we love 
our old State more than ever for giving to 
the world so fair and talented a daughter. 
She Is admirably supported by the distin- 
guished young tragedian, B. Macauley. The 
press and other competent judges award to 
Mr. M. great praise, and we know that he 
is eminently deserving of all the flattering 
notices made of him. Last winter ,he 
achieved a gratifying success in Lexington 
and this city, and more recently, he has won 
new laurels by his delineations at Pike's 
Opera House, where he is engaged, as lead- 
ing actor. It is seldom indeed that our citi- 
zens have had such an opportunity of wit- 
nessing the performances of actors posses- 
sing dramatic talent of such a high order, 
and we urge all to attend without fail. 

We understand that it is the intention of 
our citizens to tender Miss Johnson a com- 
plimentary benefit, and we hope that tbe 
occasion will be a worthy tribute to the gen- 
ius of the lady. 

Hood and bis Performances. 

Now that Hood’s army has been so re- 
duced, that, like the command of Pember- 
ton, it is of the things that were, it may not 
be inappropriate to give our readers a sum- 
mary of what the rebel leader has done, 
since assuming command of the department 
of the Tennessee. 

During the whole ol Johnston’s retro- 
grade movement, Hood protested agains: the 
policy adopted by his superior, and declared 
that all that was needed to beat Sherman, 
was loff/ht him. Of his own personal cour- 
age, and readiness to incur all the dangers 
of a battle, there was no question, but of 
his ability to successfully lead an army, many 
grave doubtsi were entertained, by rebels 
themselves, and these have, doubtless, now 
become fixed convictions. 

When Johnston had reached Atlanta, in 
his backward march, the contest between tbe 
two policies culminated. Jeff. Davis visited 
the place, and heard the stories, suggestions, 
and complaints, of all parties; and finally 
superceded Johnston with Hood, who had 
been the leader in the bold policy, and who 
had declared that Atlanta could be readily 



held. Withiu three days after assuming 
command, he fought his first battle, by taking 
the offensive. Johnston had not dared to 
resist his advance; Hood hurled his columns 
upon our lines, determined, if possible, to 
break them; and in this assault he was most 
terribly beaten. Not discouraged, he re- 
newed the assault on the 22d, and suffered 
another terrible defeat; and finally satisfied 
himself of the fruitlessness of the attempt 
to drive Sherman, on tbe 25tb, .after losing 
some 6,000 more of his men. A moderate 
estimate of his losses, in these three engage- 
ments, was 20,000, and they probably far 
exceeded these figures. 

These assaults upon our liues were just 
what Sherman wanted. The rebel army 
was so weakened that it wouid require but 
one bold stroke to take Atlanta; and though 
the time could not have been long delayed, 
Hood, by his foolish policy, hastened it. De- 
termined to cot Sherman’s communications, 
he sent his cavalry under Wheeler, to the 
railroad between here and Chattanooga, 
thereby leaving the coast clear for Sher- 
man, who at once cut loose and captured 
Atlanta. Here, again, his policy served our 
cause. Next, as a precursor ot his “grand 
invasion," he sent Forrest into Tennessee, 
which caused Sherman to send several di- 
visions of infantry to the north, to protect 
his communications, and these just got here, 
and into position in time to prevent Hood 
from moving into Tennessee himself, and 
he was compelled to take up his quarters in 
Alabama, for a time. But for the warning 
given by Forrest, these men would not have 
been here to resist, and Hood might have 
done some serious damage, by a sudden 
dash. In going into camps, preparatory to 
his projected invasion, too, he showed an 
unusual want of discretion. He left hun- 
dreds of miles between himself and Sher- 
man, and the latter moved quietly off to Sa 
vannah, while the threatening attitude of 
Hood was such as to giveThomxs full warn 
ing to be on his guard, and collect in scat 
tered garrisons, or make the necessary pre- 
parations to collect them, when it became 
neceesary to do so. 

When the rebel army commenced its last 
northern march, Hood could not see that 
Thomas was falling back to draw his adver- 
sary od; and he therefore rushed after the 
retreating army, as if no resistance was pos- 
sible; yet while he vigorously pressed us, 
he always failed to see the appropriate time 
to strike At Spring Hill, our forces were 
not fully concentrated, and Hood failed to 
take advantage of it; at Franklin, our men 
were prepared for resistance, and the rebel 
commander attacked Schofield, and was bad- 
ly beaten. 

It is impossible that Hood could have tak- 
en Nashville under aoy circumstances; but 
if it was his intention to try — and it was — 
the time for the assault was when our troops, 
wearried with marches, had just arrived, and 
before they had fairly got into position; but 
Hood did not attack them. Hood, despair 
ing of taking the city, ordered a retreat; but 
when? Not till Thursday morning, when 
it was impossible for him to get away, as 
Thomas was pressing him closely. He 
might have escaped on Thursday night, but 
did not, and a loss of 6,000 more men fol- 
lowed. 

Such are the main features of Hood’s 
campaign, upon which the rebels, and par- 
ticularly Jeff. Davis, based such high hopes. 
He has lost 40,000 men, at the least, since 
assuming command; and has not, to-day, of 
all arms, 20,000 left. 

We heard a brave officer, on going into 
battle, the other day, remark that he hoped 
Hood would not get killed, as he was the 
very man to use up the rebel army; and no 
close observer but will agree with him on 
that subject. — Nashville Union.
